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Temporary manager 
gets one-year contract

A one year contract between 
Temporary Town Manager 
Michael Caira and the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen was accepted 
by both parties Monday night as 
board chairman Bob Doucette 
announced that a national search 
for a permanent manager would 
begin at the end of the month. 

The board voted four to one to 
support the agreement, which 
terminates June 30, 1991 and offers 
Caira a $65,000 salary and other 
benefits. Selectman Chester Bruce 
cast the only dissenting vote. Bruce 
told the board though he had no 
objection to the terms of the 
agreement or Caira himself, he 
opposed the idea of a contract for a 
temporary position, 

"I feel this is not necessary at this 
time," Bruce said. 

Mark Haldane pointed out that 
just because sclectmen never drew 
up a contract between the town and 
a town manager in the past, it didn't 
mean one was not needed. 

"I think it's a good contract that 
will protect both the town manager 
and the town of Wilmington," he 
said, 

Doucette admitted the contract 
was his idea. He said he felt some 
kind of written agreement was 
necessary and the length of the 
contract would afford some 
security to Caira, who gave up 
another job to step in as town 
manager. Bob Cain called the 
contract a "clarifying" document 
and said all it does is clarify what 
the board expects from Caira 

When Bruce questioned why 


town counsel wasn't present during 
contract negotiations as he 
requested, Dan Ballou noted the 
agreement was scrutinized by town. 
counsel and was consistent with the 
Town Charter. 

"I think you're drawing a con- 
tract for a reason," charged 
resident John Sanborn. He said the 
reason was to assure Caira would 
stay in the temporary position for a 
year. 

Caira has said he would be in the 
running for the permanent posi- 
tion. Under the town charter, 
former moderator Caira would 
have to be out of office for at least a 
year before he could become 
permanent town manager. That 
year will be up in the spring. Some 
residents have accused selectmen of 
playing politics be delaying the 
town manager search to give Caira 
an opportunity to step into the 
permanent position after the year is 
up. At least one selectman, Bob 
Cain, openly supports Caira's 
candidacy, At the meeting, Ballou 
praised Caira for mecting the 
board's professional standards and 
Haldane complimented Caira on his 
ability to balance the budget 
without further layoffs 

Besides the $65,000 salary and 
one year length of the contract 
other terms were spelled oui in the

At Monday's Board of Health 
mecting, Health Director Greg 
Erickson told Webb it's a litle late 
to obtain a permit since he needs 14 
days to conduct food inspections on 
the food to be sold.

William Weld is not your 
typical Republican, in the political 
sense. He is pro-choice and believes 
in abortion rights for women. In 
November at an abortion rally 
Weld said he would veto any 
restrigtion on a woman's right to 
abortion passed by the legislature. 
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He says that public funds for 
abortion should be available to 
poor women but would prefer 
funding from private groups such 
as Planned Parenthood. 

Weld has also been criticized 
from the right for his support of 
sex education in schools and 
distribution of condoms. He 
supports the death penalty for first 
degree murderers, and touts his 
record as attorney general and 
being "tough on crime.”

For Mr. Johnston's 
information the fact that I 
obtained this status has been 
publicly acknowledged and 
recognized by the Wilmington 
Town Manager, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Redevelopment 
Authority and most importantly, 
the residents of the neighborhoods 
abutting the bridge. 

As for Mr. Johnston's contention 
that | should have pushed for 
repair of the bridge over the past 
four years. Again, the simple fact 
is that the bridge has not been in 
my district for the past four years. 
Precinct three in Wilmington, 
where the east bound lane of the 
bridge is located has only been in 
my district since January of 1989. 
During the 20 months. I have 
represented Precinct 3, I have in 
fact worked closely with town and 
state officials to bring about the 
repair and eventual replacement of 
the bridge. 

In the interest of setting the 
record straight, | would like to 
briefly outline what has occurred 
regarding the bridge over the past 
three years There are many facts 
concerning the bridge of which 
Mr. Johnston is either unaware of 
has chosen to ignore. 

It is the lack of consensus between 
the town and the state which has 
delayed the replacement of the 
bridge. Mass. DPW proposed only 
to replace the existing bridge. The 
town however has sought to 
combine the bridge repair with 
needed traffic improvements and a 
redeveloped town center. Over the 
last three years the town has twice 
rejected bridge replacement only 
proposals presented by Mass. 
DPW. The last rejection was in a 
referendum held in April of 1989. 


During the time I have 
represented Precinct 3, I have 
consistently supported the town's 
position. This calls for a complete 
replacement of the existing bridge, 
with one compatible with the 
town’s design for a new center. 
Wilmington vitally needs the 
proposed traffic improvements and

a new town center. 

It was not until January of this 
year that a resolution was achieved. 
The state proposed replacing the 
bridge with one that would include 
a fifth lane. This would be 
compatible with the town's plan for 
redeveloped town center. This 
proposal was accepted by the town 
officials and people of Wilm- 
ington. Before any replacement 
plan could proceed further 
however, the bridge's condition 
had deteriorated to the point where 
it had to be closed. At this point I 
succeeded in obtaining emergency 
repair status for the bridge. This 
means the bridge will be repaired 
by late fall instead of early next 
year. 

The important fact is that I was 
able to step into this protracted 
debate over the bridge, and was 
able to get the repair done 
immediately. I am continuing to do 
whatever I can to expedite the 
reopening of the bridge, and to see 
to it that a new bridge including 
traffic improvements is in place as 
soon as possible. 

The people of Wilmington know 
the facts concerning the Route 62 
bridge. Mr. Johnston who lives in 
Burlington seems not to. I would 
suggest to Mr. Johnston that the 
next time he comments on issues of 
concern to Wilmington residents 
that he check his facts.

Are School Superintendent 
William Fay and the Wilmington 
School Committee made aware that 
Massachusetts is in a recession? 
Apparently not. 

Fay has filed for arbitration 
against Wilmington on. the basis 
that his insurance premium and 
disability insurance are not 
covered in his contract. He says he 
feels "uncomfortable" about it but 
that hasn't stopped him, In fact Fay 
is willing to settle the matter for a 
small fee. 

He would like an additional 
$450/month for his already 
outrageous auto allowance and an 
additional $145/month for his 
expense account. Can someone 
please tell me why the school 
superintendent needs an expense 
account at all? Then can someone 
justify $345 a month? (Fay's 
current expense account is 
$200/month.? 

Fay currently "earns" $74,900 
per year, this wiil be raised to 
$83,743 in January 1991, and 
$89,353 by January 1992. This 
does not include his monthly 
mileage and expense accounts 
which would amount to an 
additional $7,080 a year. The 
Governor of Massachusetts makes 
only $75,000 a year. (That's 
another story.). President Bush's 
salary is just over $100,000 per 


year. s 

I don't blame Fay as much as I do 
the school committee that 
negotiated his outrageous contract. 
Funding is so low that teachers 
have been laid off and a fee for 
athletic participation has been 
instituted, Furthermore school 
enrollment is decreasing, so Fay's 
salary should also be decreasing. 

I would like to recommend to the 
current school committee that they 
consider the state of the U.S., 
Massachusetts, and most 
importantly Wilmington economy 
before making any more salary 
decisions. Wilmington taxpayers 
are being hit with higher taxes, 
Price increases at the pump, and 
additional service charges, the last 
thing we want to pay for is William 
Fay’'s mileage and "expenses."

Board in deadlock

Though they tried in five rounds 
to break the deadlock over a new 
legal counsel for their board, 
members of the Wilmington 
School Committee were forced to 
adjourn last Wednesday without a 
consensus on a new attorney.

In 
each round, Pe Kane and 
Andrea Paglia fav red the firm of 
Murphy, Hesse, Toomey, and 
Lehane; Dr. Shirley Callan and 
Aldo Caira favored Altman; and

Phil Fenton, John DeMarco, and 
Bob Surran voted for Peterson. 
Caira moved that the board vote 
until members were able to achieve" 
a majority of four votes for one of 
the candidates. Kowal was nomi- 
nated by Surran but did not receive 
a vote and was dropped from 
consideration after one round. 

Overall, members seemed to be 
looking for expertise in the next 
counsel. Caira said he also wanted 
accountability and productivity.

The board adjourned with 
Peterson obtaining three votes and 
Altman and Murphy, Hesse, 
Toomey, and Lehane dropped 
from consideration.

Problems develop with 
two-inch water mains 


Someday the six inch water main 
for Marion Street will be dug up 
id replaced by an eight inch water 
main. So said Arthur Smith, 
chairman of the Wilmington Water 
& Sewer Commissioners last 
Thursday, September sixth. 

He made the statement during a 
meeting in which water problems 
of Rollins Road, and of next door 
Fenway Street were discussed. The 
discussions lasted nearly two 
hours. Two inch water mains were 
the principle problem. 

The Rollins Road discussion was 
with 10 visitors, Ted by Bruce 
Bartnick of Marion Street. The 
Fenway Street discussion was with 
Peter DeGennaro and Linn 
Anderson, real estate developers. 

The problem for the Rollins Road 
visitors was the lack of fire 
hydrants. The residents wana two 
inch water main replaced by a 
larger one of six inches, and two 
hydrants. Paul Duggan, water 
superintendent, said that he had the 
two hydrants at the Browns 
Crossing Station, and they would 
be in place as soon as the two inch 
water mains were replaced. That, 
he said, would probably be within a 
year. The hydrants cost $2500 
apiece. 

Also involved in the problem was 
the cost.of repaving the new road, 
after the new water mains have 
been installed. Repaving the road 
about doubles the cost, the visitors 
were told. 

There are, in Wilmington, about 
five and a half miles of two inch 
water mains Duggan said. They 
were pul in years ago, before the 
building of many of the present day 
homes. He read aloud a list of 
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streets, one of which was Jere 
Road, near the Shawsheen River. 

Duggan told the visitors that the 
Water Department had received @ 
new money grant from thé 
Commonwealth, to allow for the 
replacing of some of the two inch 
water mains. When that is done 
Wilmington will still have about 
three miles of heavily populated 
streets with only two inch watef 
mains, 

Arthur Smith's comment about 
two inch water mains was to the 
effect that when the Wilmington 
Fire Department gets to a fire on & 
street with two inch water mains, 
“there is no water!" 

"And the insurance companies 
keep jacking up the rates!" 

Another comment by Smith was 
that Commissioner Jim Ring, who 
is a systems accountant for the U.S. 
Department of Labor, is working. 
at preparing a computer system for’ 
the Town of Wilmington which. 
will put all the water mains om 
graphics. 

Such a program, said Smith, will 
allow the Commissioners to "better, 
analyze their problems." 

After the Rollins Road group had 
left the discussion was with 
DeGennaro and Anderson, 


DeGennaro agreed to post a $10 
thousand bond, for construction h¢é 
needs on Fenway Street. He expects 
to have his work done in about a 
year, 

Frank and Mary Vozzella of: 
Woburn Street had a different: 
problem. They have recently 
purchased a home, part of a® 
hammerhead lot. They are getting 
their fresh water from a well. It 
turns out that there is a lot of iron: 
in the ground, too much iron. 

Smith had his remarks to make 
about homes on hammerhead lots. 
He told the guests that "we enacted 
legislation that will allow only two 
services on a hammerhead lot." 

Paul Duggan was able to work 
out a method in which to service 
the Vozzella home, They were 
instructed to get a Civil Engineer 
to draw out a construction plan 
which follows the ideas of Duggan,

Smooth opening day 
at Shawsheen Tech 


Shawsheen Tech opened to 1100 
students Wednesday, Sept. 5. 
Students included 260 ninth 
graders, who will have a first hand 
look at more than a dozen 
vocational and technical career 
paths, as part of the school's 
exploratory program for 
freshmen, where students get 
hands-on exposure to a variety of 
jobs before choosing a specialty 
area for the remaining three high 
school years. 

Returning the Shawsheen were 
upper-class students including 305 
sophomores, 288 juniors and 247 
seniors. 

"Opening this year went as 
smoothly as any we've had," said 
Robert Cunningham, assistant 
superintendent-director. "Our 
students were excited about 
returning to a school that is 
undergoing some significant 
improvements. 

Cunningham said the 
improvements "enabled us to come 
back with a fresh, clean feeling 
about education, with a renewed 
commitment to our already strong 
vocational/technical education 
goals.” 

Just one faculty member is a new 
face at Shawsheen this year. 
Edmund Reddy of Newburyport 
replaces carpentry instructor 
Henry Bergman, who retired. 


Reddy taught for the past three 
years at Whittier Regional and has 
worked since 1970 as a carpenter 
and a foreman on projects ranging 
from home renovations to 
industrial complexes in Mass., 
N.H. and Fla. 

The plant maintenance program 
was eliminated, as part of the 
administration's goal to cut costs 
by reducing staff through attrition. 
Both teachers retired, and students 
were reassigned. 

“Because of the nature of the 
program, plant maintenance 
provided training in several 
disciplines that we offered as 
Separate programs, such as 
carpentry, plumbing and machine 


shop. We were able to place o 


students in some of those areas," 
Cunningham said. "This decision 
was a direct response to the fiscal 
crisis of the state, when the 
Commonwealth cut state aid to 
Shawsheen Tech by over $200,000. 
Staff goal 
Cunningham said the goal for the 
school this year is for the staff to 
“identify more clearly the factors 
that contribute to student failure 
and success, then emphasize the 
success factors." Cunningham 
addressed the faculty on this issue 
during orientation, calling it "a 
school wide agenda for the year.”

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West School inducted into National Register

Twelve former students of the 
old West School“on Shawsheen 
Avenue were present Saturday to 
see the one room schoolhouse 
inducted into the National Register 
of Historic Places. In addition, 
about 150 Wilmington citizens, 
officials, and history buffs 
gathered under sunny skies for the 
long-awaited dedication ceremony. 

The school was accepted. to the 
National Register in February as a 
result of the persistence of the late 
Foster Balser, along with Wil- 
mington Historical Commission 
members Carolyn Harris (presi- 
dent), Dorothy Lafionatis, Jean 
Ryle, Jean Rowe, and Frank West. 
Elsa Fitzgerald, acting executive 
director of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, said the 
building is significant because Jit 
retains, among other things, 
integrity of setting, design, and 
architecture. The building was 
constructed in 1875 to replace a 
previous school which had burned 
down. 

As the old building stood 
resplendent in red, white, and blue 
bunting, the Fife and Drum Corps 
of the Wilmington Minutemen 
Company offered a few selections 
to begin the afternoon's proceed- 
ings. Two huge baskets of flowers 
flanked the speaker's platform as 
local and state officials took turns 
praising the school, what it stands 
for, and efforts to preserve it. 

"We recognize this school as 
symbolic of the community of 
Wilmington,” said Harris, noting 
the West School is only the second 
public building in town to be added 
to the National Register. The first 
was the Harnden Tavern. Through 
private efforts, added Harris, the 
Buck House Iso added to the 
Register this year. 

"The West School is part of a 
proud heritage Wilmington pos- 
sesses," said State Rep, Augusto

Grace, who went on to add it is 
vitally important to preserve 
historical structures for what-they 
represent and teach us. The West 
School, he said, represents a 
commitment to "a free, quality 
education.” 

Selectman Mark Haldane noted 
the building's value "lies where the 
present intersects with its historical 
significance." He set the historical 
Stage for the West School, ex- 
plaining it was constructed during 
the Industrial Revolution, and went 
on to say the school is really the 
teachers and students who learned 
there and went on to influence 
others. That theme was picked up 
by Dr. Shirley Callan, school 
committee chairman, who said the 
walls of the building contains many 
students' "stories, hopes, and 
dreams." 

School Supt. William Fay, who 
admitted to having an affinity for 
anything old that is being 
preserved, took the audience back 
to earlier times, as did Captain 
Larz Neilson, publisher of the 
Town Crier. Fay recalled his 
Brand Avenue Bombers bouncing 
baseballs off the school, much to 
the consternation of school marm 
Lena Eames. Capt. Neilson told of 
various groups which have also 
utilized the building, like the state 
police and the Boy Scouts, whose 
fathers put in new windows, did 
rewiring work, and generally fixed 
up the place. 

Former Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski and new Town 
Manager Michael Caira referred to 
"the spirit of volunteerism" that led 
to the preservation of the old 
school. As she presented the Certi- 
ficate of Registration to Haldane, 
Elsa Fitzgerald noted, too, that 
"preservation is really people." 

Lafionatis admitted the com- 
mission "worked like the dickens" 
to gain recognition for the West 
School. She put out a plea for a pot

belly stove or an old school bellows 
that the commission can install in 
the building in memory of Balser, 
who passed away this year. 
¢ Rep. James Miceli and 
United States Senator Ed Markey 
gifted the commission with flags 
that had flown over the State House 
and the Capitol Building in 
Washington D.C., respectively 
At the end of the speeches, those 
present filed into the building for 
refreshments. Once inside, resi- 
dents were able to view old photos 
and documents as well as school 
artifacts enclosed in a glass case. 
Among the artifacts donated by 
history enthusiast Adele Passmore 
were a school bell, slate and chalk, 
and an antique pencil case. One of 
the more interesting documents 
hung-on the school wall was "Nine 
Rules for Teachers,” written-in 
1872. The rules stated that part of a 
teacher's duties was to fill lamps, 
clean chimneys, and bring a bucket 
of water and a scuttle of coal to 
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Wilmington Area:

There were quite a few 
photographs, some coming from 
the Town Crier. Others came from 
the work of Mildred Holt, a long- 
time resident of Wilmington. 

Mildred and her sister Marion 
were residents of Wilmington 
They apparently were born in 
Maine. Their father, Martin, was 
for 20 or more years the post- 
master of Wilmington. He was a 
Civil War veteran, having served 
in the Fifteenth Maine Regiment 
Martin was 74 years old when he 
died in Wilmington in 1928. 

Some time about 1900 Mildred 


Holt started working in photo- 
graphy. She was employed by a 
Boston firm of photographers. She 
took many pictures of Wilmington 
in her spare time. One of those 
pictures is of a young man who was 
sitting in Wilmington Square in the 
middle of Main Street in the winter 
time, close to the then streetcar 
tracks. That picture has appeared 
in the Town Crier 

Mildred Holt lived in Boston 
during her last years, After her 
death about 1960, her negatives 
were acquired by a Boston photo- 
grapher. A few years bagk he 
visited the Town Hall with Sevéral 
books of proofs of the photos. 

Other prints of Mildred Holt's 
exist. Occasionally one turns up in 


the personal effects of someone in 
town 

The publisher of the Town Crier 
recognized the picture of the young 
man in the snow, and searched the 
other photos. The only one he 
could recognize and name was one 
of the Old South School, taken 
probably in 1902-3 

Lena Eames, dressed in the long 
skirts then fashionable, was a 
teacher at that time in the South 
School. She could be recognized 

Only one other person could be 
named, a little blond girl, about 
five years old. She was probably 
Clara Neilson, a cousin of the 
publisher, Clara was born in the 
Neilson home on Chestnut Street, 
in October 1897

Methoatst bishop 1s Reading resident

he fact that it’s nestled 
into the junction of two of 
New England’s major 


interstate highways makes 
Reading the ideal location for the 
Episcopal Residence of the 
Bishop of the Boston Area United 
Methodist Ghurch. 

Bishop F. Herbert Skeete can 
leave the front door of his Alden 
Circle house, where he lives with 
his wife Shirley, and within min- 
utes be on the road to the north- 
emmost church of his Episcopsy 
close to the Canadian border. He 
can also travel west to the United 
Methodist churches under his 
leadership in the Berkshires. The 
roads will take him to the to his 
southern extreme in Rhode Island 
and Eastern Connecticut. They 
can also lead to the east and the 
global ministry that he partici- 
pates in on the emerging continent 
of Africa. 

Bishop Skeete is the second 
Bishop to make his home in this 
quiet suburban community since 
Bishop George Bashore first 
bought it several years ago. At 
that time Bishop Bashore encoun- 
tered high interest rates while pur- 
chasing the property. Because of 
that, the General Conference of 
the United Methodists’ took a 
vote requiring the various Areas 
of the church to purchase and 
maintain a Parsonage for the 
Episcopal Residence. 

A first for Bishop Skeete, who 
has been serving the Boston Area 
for the past two years, is that he is 
the first Bishop in the area to have 
had previous experience. He was 
first elected as a Bishop in 1980. 
At that time he was assigned to 
the Philadelphia area. 


ah i 
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In reply to those people that 
praised his appointment to Boston 
because he had experience, 
Bishop Skeete said “They forgot I 
also had my own agenda.” 

That agenda is to see some 
growth in the numbers of the 
Boston area churches. One hin- 
drance to the growth is the size 
and the diversity of the Boston 
area. Bishop Skeete explained that 
the Area is one of the largest in 
geographical size, and the last in 
the country to be made up of three 
Annual Conferences - Maine, 
New Hampshire and Southern 
New England (Massa-chusetts, 
Rhode Island and Eastern 
Connecticut). 

A need for more visibility of 
the denomination was another 
hindrance Bishop Skeete saw to 
the churches growth 

“United Methodism was one of 
the best kept secrets in the Boston 
area,” Skeete said. He added, “We 
have many churches with good 


At Belmont C.C. 
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ministries. We needed more visi- 


bility, 


Taking a positive stance on the 
growth of United Methodism, 
Bishop Skeete noted that for the 
past two years the church has 


been growing in the New 
Hampshire Conference. He even 
sees the good side to a decline in 
numbers throughout Southern 
New England and Maine. “This 
year has seen a small deficit, but 
smaller than in the past,” he said. 

Bishop Skeete has seen a num- 
ber of programs grow that are 
designed to bring the church to 
the forefront of attention. 

One program included a United 
Methodist night at the Boston Red 
Sox. He said that in its first year 
the special night drew 1,500 peo- 
ple. This year that number more 
than doubled as over 3,000 United 
Methodist fans showed up at 
Fenway Park. 

“We are on the move. We are

not continuing business as usual,” 
Skeete said. 

However, on a more local 
level, Bishop Skecte said that he 
is working with the pastors to 
make sure that they keep in touch 
with their parishioners. 

This includes their needs as 
they move from one parish to 
another, 

Skeete has set up a program 
where a pastor can call an 800 
telephone number and give infor- 
mation of a parishioner that has 
moved to another parish. This 
gives the new pastor a chance to 
reach out to the parishioner, 

Bishop Skeete secs the urban 
areas as another challenge to his 
growth programs. 

“We have demonstrated 
strength in the suburbs, but we 
have abandoned the urban areas,” 
he said 

To reverse this process, Bishop

Skeete has come up with a plan 
where the suburban churches can 
contribute their talents and 
resources to the inner city church- 
es through the new United 
Methodist Urban Services pro- 
gram, 

The program will help church- 
es to deal with issues of unem- 
ployment, drugs, homelessness 
and other problems. 

Under the concept, the local 
churches host the program, with 
the Urban Services as the conduit 
for providing resources and funds. 

Bishop Skeete said “The urban 
churches and pastors are excited 
about the program.” 

He noted that this past summer 
the program was part of Mayor 
Raymond Flynn's “Save the City 
Program,” with a program in 
Dorchester and Mattapan. 

Bishop Skeete hailed the effort 
as a good example of government 
and churches working together to 
help save the area. 

“We have to realize that the 
world is changing around us. We 
can’t operate as if it is business 
usual,” Bishop Skeete said 

According to the Bishop, 
today’s church must face the same 
challenges as the churches of the 
past did. 


He went on to say that today’s 
church has the added challenge of 
being conservative because of a 
want to protect the resources they 
have built up. 


Bishop Skeet said that today’s 
church must realize that “the 
resources were not given to us to 
preserve, but to be used for ser- 
vice to the people.” 


As an example of this he notes 
that if a large church building is 
going unused because of its size, 
than it could be turned over for 
use as a homeless shelter, 

Bishop Skeete added that 
churches in quiet suburban com- 
munities cannot “be satisfied with 
the comforts of the area. They 
must be more global in their out- 
look.” 


Skeete is setting an example to 
the road of global outlook with 
actions such as his recent trip to 
Zimbabwe and South Africa. 

In Zimbabwe, Bishop $ s 
vice president of the Africa 
University Board of Directors. A 
Project that he has been involved 
in since he served on the United 
Methodist'’s Board of Higher 
Education. 

The university board's presi- 
dent is Bishop Emilio de 
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Carvalho, bishop of the Western 
Angola area. 

Skeete noted that the shared 
offices of the board is to reinforce 
the thought that this will be an 
African university, not an 
American University in Africa. 

The university is scheduled to 
be opened in March of 1992, with 
four colleges - a School of 
Theology, a School of 
Agricultural Technology, a School 
of Business and Administration, 
and a School of Education. It is 
expected that about 300 students 
will be in the first classes, 


Part of the excitement that 
Bishop Skeete feels about the pro- 
gram is that it will be the first pri- 
vately funded university in 
Zimbabwe. 


After his trip to that country, 
Bishop Skeete went on to South 
Africa where he attended a meet- 
ing of the World Methodist 
Council. 


“We spent about five days 
there and got a renewed apprecia- 
tion for the complexities of the 
problems (in that country),” he 
said. 


Bishop Skeete noted that the 
United Methodist Church has 
played a large part in the return-of 
democracy to all people, white 
and black, in South Africa. 


“The United Methodist Church 
was the only institution that was 
racially mixed,” he said. 

Bishop Skeete noted that many 
white leaders of the church payed 
the price for their activities on the 
part of the blacks. 


He said that he has come back 
from that country with a renewed 
confidence that the tide of democ- 
racy cannot be turned back, 
According to Skeete, this senti- 
ment was expressed by many of 
the South African leaders he 


talked with, 


Bishop Skeete himself has 
grown from his beginnings in 
New York City, where he was 
born. He served as a staff sergeant 
in the United States Air Force. He 
started as pastor of Union 
Methodist Church, Jamaica, New 
York. 

He voiced his opinion that 
United Methodists have a real 
opportunity to be “...a new church 
for a new day.”

Nutritional counseling 


One in every three Americans 
over the age of 20 has a choles- 
terol level high enough to require 
medical treatment. This alarming 
Statistic was determined by gov- 
ernment researchers as reported in 
The Boston Globe. Cholesterol 
has been linked to-heart disease, 
the leading cause of death in the 
US. 

For individuals who suffer 
from high cholesterol, the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington provides nutritional 
services and counseling. 
Nutritional counsel is also provid- 
ed for a variety of eating disorders 
such as anorexia nervosa or 
bulimia and medical problems 
such as diabetes, weight control 
and hypoglycemia, 

"The idea is to make changes 
in eating habits that people can 
live with for the rest of their 
lives," said Elvira Johnson, R.D., 
(Registered Dietician) M.S. She 
believes the program at The 
Regional Health Center is unique 
because of the "personalized and 
individualized counseling" that is 
offered to patients. The program 
allows a patient to set realistic 
goals and maintain a diet based on 
their own lifestyle. 

"Before I started at the pro- 
gram, my cholesterol level was 
300, my Triglycerides were 410 
and my blood sugar level was 


167; I was severely diabetic and I 
suffered from dizzy spells and had 
difficulty sleeping,” Paul Smith 
related, He came to The Regional 
Health Center after his physician 
referred him to the nutrition pro- 
gram. "Since starting the counsel- 
ing, my cholesterol level dropped 
to 200, my Triglycerides to 200 
and my blood sugar level to 127. I 
lost 35 pounds. I'm completely 
satisfied with the program and it 
certainly made a difference in my 
life.” 


Another dietician at The 
Regional Health Center is Julie A. 
Daly, R.D. Along with Johnson, 
Daly works with Primary Care 
Physicians monitoring a number 
of patients. Their goal is to main- 
tain the nutritional health of the 
patient with medical and dietetic 
change." 

Daly credits the growth of the 
program, begun in 1979, with 
extensive training and "reality 
based counseling." Patients are 
placed on a one to two week 
appointment cycle, allowing the 
dietitians to keep in close touch 
with the patients. Judith Miller 
and Debra Broderick were both 
patients referred to the program 
because of their high cholesterol 
levels. 

"The nutritionist made me 
more aware of fat content that I 
hadn't noticed before,” Judith

Patients are taught how to read 
and understand food labels and 
packaging, so that they can 
choose nutritionally correct foods. 
"L knew you had to watch labels, 
but I didn't know how much. I 
think twice now about eating a 
candy bar with nine grams of fat," 
Debra Broderick said. both 
patients were very satisfied with 
the program and felt it had bene- 
fited their lives. 

"The goal of the program is to 
assist patients in making modifi- 
cations in their diet that will 
improve their health and help cor- 
rect the medical problems that 
sent them here for help,: said 
Johnson, She believes that as peo- 
ple become more concerned with 
nutrition and health care, nutri- 
tional counseling will inevitably 
become more important.

"Though oil supplies are ade- 
quate to meet current needs, it is 
important that car owners take 
immediate steps to conserve ener- 
gy,” said T.J Andre, AAA staff 
director of public and government 
affairs. "There are many simple 
and painless ways to save gaso- 
line and moncy. All it takes is a 
little planning to reduce fuel con- 
sumption by as much as 20 per- 
cent." 

The Gas Watcher's Progtam 
helped the nation through the 
energy crunch of the 1970s and 
skyrockcting oil prices of the 
early 1980s. 

Motorists can help save hun- 
dreds of thousands of barrels of 
oil a day and reduce vehicle oper- 
aling costs just by following these 
10 Gas Watcher's guidelines: 

*Stay within speed limits. 
Higher speeds use more fuel. A 
car traveling at 60mph uses 15% 
more fuel than a care traveling at 
50 mph 

sIf you own two cars, use the 
most fuel-efficient one as often as 
possible 

*Plan trips and combine 
errands. Drive during non-rush 
hours and try to bypass congested 
routes when possible. 

*Make sure your car is main- 
tained properly. Poorly tuned cars 
use 3% to 8% more fuel 

Keep tires inflated to recom- 


Avoid idling the engine for 
more than 30 seconds. Idling 
bums one-half gallon of gasoline 
an hour.

Consider car pools and public 
transportation, where possible. 

AAA also recommends car 
owners reduce fuel costs by buy- 
ing the lowest octane gas that will 
work for their cars, paying cash 
instead of using credit cards and 
shopping neighborhood gas sta- 


tions for the lowest prices. 

The 1990 Gas Watcher's Guide, 
which provides additional fuel- 
saving tips, will soon be available
